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Our  HigL.  Sckool 


THE  failure  of  the  school  bonds  to  carry  at  the  last  election  is  a  serious 
matter  for  the  High  School.  Few  people  realize  how  much  we  are  handi- 
capped. This  group  of  buildings  can  accommodate  to  advantage  no  more  than 
eight  hundred  pupils.  The  enrollment  this  term  has  been  eleven  hundred.  It  is 
easy  to  see  from  this  statement  alone  how  inadequate  our  accommodations  are. 
Playgrounds,  we  have  none  at  all,  neither  have  we  land  for  botanical  and 
agricultural  work.  In  modern  high  schools  these  features  are  considered  as 
essential  as  buildings  for  the  teaching  of  literary  work.  The  high  school  of 
today  tries  to  provide  for  the  education  of  all  the  children  of  all  the  people. 
This  is  not  done  in  the  school  which  takes  care  of  the  needs  of  those  pupils 
only  who  are  preparing  for  college  or  the  professions.  While  the  majority  of 
the  pupils  of  the  Berkeley  High  School  are  preparing  for  college,  there  is  a 
considerable  number  who  go  directly  into  lines  of  daily  work,  and  there  are 
many  children  in  the  city  of  Berkeley  who  would  attend  higher  schools  if  the 
kind  of  work  they  needed  were  given.  There  is,  therefore,  every  reason  why 
the  Berkeley  High  School  should  be  expanded  in  all  directions. 

We  must  have  at  least  a  ten-acre  site  to  build  the  kind  of  high  school  needed 
in  the  city  of  Berkeley.  This  cannot  be  too  strongly  insisted  upon  or  too 
repeatedly  urged.  Most  communities  in  the  State  of  California  seem  to  be  alive 
to  this  need.  From  the  north  to  the  south  cities  are  creating  new  high  schools, 
supplying  buildings  for  all  sorts  of  vocational  work  in  addition  to  the  usual 
subjects,  and  grounds  ranging  from  twelve  to  twenty-five  acres.  And  it  is 
reasonable  to  suppose  that  Berkeley  will  not  remain  blind  much  longer  to  the 
needs  of  her  children.  Our  pupils  are  bright,  earnest,  capable,  and  enthusiastic. 
They  can  make  the  best  use  of  anything  that  is  oft'ered,  and  will  repay  whatever 
is  done  for  them  in  service  to  the  community. 

It  should  be  said,  however,  that  this  school,  in  spite  of  its  physical  deficiencies, 
is  growing  better  and  stronger  day  by  day.  Schools  are  not  made  by  their 
buildings  and  grounds.  The  finest  thing  in  a  school  is  its  spirit.  In  this  respect 
the  Berkeley  High  School  has  nothing  to  be  ashamed  of.  One  can  see  this  spirit 
developing  with  marvelous  rapidity.  The  school  is  becoming  more  unified,  more 
an  organic  whole.  The  spirit  of  friendship  and  fellowship  is  permeating  the 
w^hole  institution.  Self-interest  is  giving  way  to  interest  in  the  good  of  the 
school.  This  is  the  feature  that  makes  a  school  great.  Having  this,  we  shall 
surely  get  all  the  externals  which  properly  belong  to  a  great  school.

Ronald  Robinson,  as  Mr.  Roverly,  a 
bored  young  gentleman  just  returned 
from  Africa,  was  very  good,  and  car- 
ried an  air  of  boredom  about  him 
that  was  very  amusing. 

Margaret  La  Baree,  as  Mrs. 
Ouattles,  rendered  her  lines  with  a 
naturalness  and  lack  of  pretense  ex- 
ceptionally pleasing.  The  freedom 
and  force  of  Eliot  Landon's  playing 
were  another  source  of  pleasure. 
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The  saucy  French  maid,  a  dainty  creation,  was  portrayed  by  ^larjoric  Stuart 
with  characteristic  shrugs,  gestures,  and  smiles.  The  parts  of  Podd  and  Bells, 
the  two  servants,  and  Bittcredgc,  the  reporter,  were  well  played  by  Arthur 
]\IcLean,  Donald  Kiefifer.  and  Heber  Steen,  respectively.  Lucille  Parr,  as  Xctty, 
the  maid,  was,  as  usual,  delightful.  The  smaller  parts  were  just  as  important  a 
factor  in  the  success  of  the  play  as  the  larger  ones,  all  being  played  with  a 
finish  that  might  do  credit  to  more  experienced  players. 

The  management  and  properties  were  under  the  able  direction  of  George 
Parrish,  Caryl  Price  and  Frank  Gustavson,  president  of  the  Senior  class.  All 
of  the  players  look  back  upon  their  Senior  play  rehearsals  with  fondest  remem- 
brances, and  indeed  too  much  gratitude  cannot  be  given  to  the  thorough  and 
enjoyable  coaching  of  ]\Ir.

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"X/l^  BIEDENBACH,  Members  of  the  Faculty,  Fellow  Students:  It  is 
with  the  deepest  conflicting  emotions  of  joy  and  regret  that  I,  the 
recording  scribe,  present  to  you  the  story  of  the  Class  of  J\Iay,  1914.  The  tale 
is  about  ended.  Only  a  few  blank  leaves  form  a  supplement  to  this  chronicle, 
and  in  a  few  days  even  those  will  be  finished.  On  May  29th  a  victorious 
career  will  be  completed.   The  departure  of  the  Class  of  1914  will  be  signalled  by 

"A  feeling  of  sadness  and  longing 

That  is  not  akin  to  pain, 
And  resembles  sorrow  only 

As  the  mist  resembles  rain." 

Its  members  entered  Berkeley  High  School  in  August,  1911,  and  though  they 
now  conduct  themselves  with  a  statuesque  dignity  and  a  mien  of  wisdom,  they 
were  once,  like  all  mortal  Freshmen  bewildered,  awkward,  and  exceedingly  sad 
specimens,  who  did  exactly  what  they  shouldn't,  occasionally  evincing  a  superior 
attitude  of  "knowing  it  all,"  and  then  through  resultant  humiliation  feeling 
decidedly  dwarfed  in  stature.  At  such  recollections,  as  Cicero  says,  "I  could 
weep  for  tears."  Suffice  it  to  say  that  in  time  shyness  and  ignorance  were  out- 
grown and  superseded  by  self-confidence  and  an  enviable  erudition,  until  the 
ugliest  duckling  became  the  most  beautiful  swan. 

The  last  of  the  famously  enjoyable  tug  rides  was  given  by  the  members  of 
this  class  when  in  their  Junior  year.  Fair  weather,  a  slight  breeze,  and  a  calm 
sea  greeted  the  swarm  of  expectant  young  folks  as  they  tripped  on  board  the 
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"Carolina.""  That  tug  ride,  cherished  by  the  Student  Body  as  a  most  celebrated 
event,  will  some  day  be  as  prominent  in  the  annals  of  our  school  as  the  Boston 
Tea  Party  in  American  history. 

When  the  class  first  embraced  the  appellation  of  ''']\Iiddlers."  I  hovered  over 
them  with  warnings  to  throw  on  the  brakes,  for  speeding  in  this  realm  would 
prove  dangerous,  and  to  save  all  energy  for  the  "home  run'"  of  the  Senior  year. 
This  word  of  advice  was  not  treated  carelessly.  During  that  year  the  class  as 
a  whole  did  not  do  things  for  individuals  to  enjoy,  but  individuals  labored  long 
and  earnestly,  though  somewhat  obscurely,  for  the  class  to  enjoy  the  reputation 
which  is  now  so  closely  linked  with  its  name. 

Also  during  this  period,  intelligence  began  to  be  stamped  on  the  countenances 
of  all.  The  brain  cells  grew  to  be  castles  where  thought  reigned  majestically. 
Indeed,  the  extent  of  knowledge  became  so  vast  that  scores  of  the  pursuers  of 
the  "liberal  arts"  sought  the  aid  of  nose  glasses  to  "see  it  all.'"  Xot  to  be  left 
behind,  several  Faculty  members  joined  in  the  fad,  giving  both  teachers  and 
students  a  distinguished  appearance. 

One  great  achievement  which  was  not  realized  during  that  year  was  a  class 
constitution.  Unceasingly  did  an  industrious  few  put  forth  all  their  mental 
capacity  either  to  amend  their  old  laws  or  to  create  an  entirely  new  code  which 
would  answer  the  whims  of  all.    Indeed,  there  were  those 

"Who  through  long  days  of  labor 
And  nights  devoid  of  ease" 

strove  with  conscientious  motives  to  achieve  their  ambition.  However  the  school 
closed,  and  with  it  all  hopes  of  a  successfully  revised  constitution.  The  class 
profited  by  the  intelligence  gained  concerning  the  formation  and  structure  of 
constitutions,  a  happy  contribution  to  the  civics  class,  but  otherwise  their  efforts 
were  spent  in  vain. 

So  it  was  with  proud  hearts  that  they  were  invited  to  grace  the  front  seats 
of  the  auditorium  on  assembly  days. — the  Senior  trade  mark.  The  first  work 
of  their  own  hand  as  the  Senior  class  was  the  Low  Senior  Reception,  an 
acknowledged  achievement  on  all  sides.  The  decorations  and  refreshments,  the 
dancers  themselves  and  the  chaperones.  all  played  their  part  to  make  it  a  success. 

Their  Senior  play  "Love  on  Crutches"  verged  on  the  professional,  all  char- 
acteristics of  amateur  attempts  being  left  behind.    How  proud  they  were  of  the 
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cast,  but  most  of  all  the  class  that  it  represented  I  The  last  social  event  of  their 
school  life,  the  Senior  Ball,  through  the  co-operation  of  the  entire  class  was  as 
beautiful  a  realization  of  fairyland  as  their  reception  of  the  preceding'  semester. 

However,  not  only  in  a  social  way  have  they  been  a  class  of  distinction. 
They  have  seen  history  made,  and  have  been  an  important  factor  in  its  creation, 
'i'hey  were  the  first  to  be  benefited  by  the  new  course  of  study  in  Latin,  and  as 
a  tentative  proposition  they  made  it  a  success. 

From  their  numbers  a  remarkable  class  in  public  speaking  was  formed  which 
gained  universal  renown  by  the  representative  Demosthenes  of  both  the  sterner 
and  the  fairer  sex  heard  on  the  rostrum.  Dame  Gossip  reported  that  it  was 
this  same  class  which  later  "giggled  its  way  through  the  tragedy  of  ']\Iacbeth."  " 

As  Freshmen,  the  members  of  this  class  viewed  the  Weekly  Xcx's  as  a 
private  enterprise,  very  doubtful  of  its  success.  Xow  they  see  it  an  activity  of 
the  Student  Body  which  many  think  the  most  important  factor  of  the  scliool  life. 

But  further  details  are  not  necessary.  The  story  of  their  career  in  tlie 
Berkeley  High  School  is  now  ended  and  they  soon  begin  a  new  volume  in  the 
great  world  of  romance  and  achievement.  Concerning  their  success  I  have  no 
fear.  They  will  achieve  in  the  future  what  they  have  accomplished  in  the  past 
by  laboring  earnestly  and  sincerely  under  the  banner  of  service  with  its  sentiment, 
"Each  for  all."'

Loleta  Warren,  Carrie  Templeton,  and  Carl  Jefferson,  assisted  by  Arnold 
Stubenrauch  at  the  piano,  sang  in  true  Orpheum  style.  The  songs  were  well 
chosen  and  sung  with  a  sweetness  and  vivacity  that  never  fails  to  win  an 
audience.  A  most  nerve-thrilling  act  was  the  Tesla  Coil  Experiments  by 
Howard  Turner  and  Jackson  Pressley.  The  act  was  closed  with  an  exhibition 
of  clever  club  swinging  by  Robert  Taylor.  Irving  Cleves,  in  another  musical 
number,  sang  with  power  and  expression. 

The  last  number,  a  very  ambitious  attempt  for  an  amateur,  was  Teresa 
Hihn's  Ophelia  in  the  mad  scene  and  Lady  Alacbcth  in  the  sleep-walking  scene. 
Miss  Hilin  did  her  best  work  as  Lady  Machctli,  when  she  held  the  audience 
by  her  dramatic  ability.  Her  voice,  filled  with  suppressed  feeling  was  very 
touching.

Interest  has  lagged  a  little  this  semester  because  of  Miss  Marshall's  illness 
at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  and  the  president's  illness  a  little  later.  The  work 
has  been  carried  on,  however,  although  the  attendance  at  the  Friday  afternoon 
meetings  has  not  been  large.  Illustrated  talks,  describing  the  work  of  modern 
American  portrait  painters,  have  been  given  by  Miss  Marshall  and  members  of 
the  club.  Other  entertainment  was  furnished  by  Mr.  Smith,  whose  topic  was 
"The  Art  Atmosphere  in  European  Capitals,"  and  by  Miss  Wartenweiler,  who 
illustrated  her  lecture  on  her  European  tour  with  stereopticon  views. 

Berkeley  Higk  Sckool  Savings  Department 

HE  Berkeley  High  School  Savings  Bank  is  in  its  second  successful  year, 
and  with  business  growing  constantly.  Perhaps  a  few  figures  will  be 
convincing.  The  bank's  balance  has  never  been  below  $1,000,  and  at  times  this 
term  it  has  risen  to  $1,700.  Since  its  start  in  August,  1912,  more  than  336 
accounts  have  been  opened.  Last  December  $17.05  was  distributed  among  the 
students  to  cover  interest  for  six  months.  This  will  surely  cancel  the  report  of 
the  postage  stamp.  More  accounts  have  been  opened  this  term  than  ever  before, 
and  other  business  has  kept  pace  accordingly. 

The  bank  has  proved  itself  a  practical  addition  to  the  school.  The  Com- 
mercial Department  is  handling  the  school  finances,  including  the  funds  of  the 
A.  S.  B.  H.  S.,  and  of  some  of  the  other  organizations.  Opening  at  8  :45,  the 
bank  is  an  active  center  of  business  all  day. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Barnhart,  the  officers  conduct  the  business.  For 
this  term  they  are:  Cashiers,  Marion  Garthorne,  Kenneth  Fenton ;  Tellers, 
Pablo  Sonido,  Elaine  Buckland  ;  Book-keeper,  Ruth  Smiley. 
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'T~'HE  Big-  "B"  Society  was  organized  several  years  ago  under  the  new  school 
constitution.  The  object  of  this  organization  is  to  promote  all  forms  of 
athletics  with  the  Big  "B"'  as  an  honorary  emblem  of  the  school.  To  this  end 
rules  governing  the  awarding  of  "B's"'  are  drawn  up  at  the  first  meeting  of  each 
term,  and  at  the  other  meetings  plans  for  the  promotion  of  the  various  athletic 
activities  are  considered  and  discussed. 

A  year  ago,  through  the  influence  of  the  members  of  the  society,  a  consti- 
tutional amendment  was  passed  by  the  Student  Body  providing  that  in  the  future 
the  "B's"'  were  to  be  awarded  by  the  president  of  this  organization.  The  last 
president  did  not  enjoy  this  privilege,  as  there  were  no  "B's"  granted  for  the 
last  semester.  But  at  the  close  of  this  term  about  twenty  athletes  will  receive  the 
school  emblem  for  athletic  honors.  In  the  absence  of  the  regularly  elected 
president.  Jack  Symes,  vice-president,  has  been  acting  president  of  the  society. 

^lembership  in  the  Big-  "B"  Society  is  open  to  only  those  who  have  won  a 
block  emblem  according  to  the  regulations  drawn  up  bv  this  society.  The 
Big  "B"  might  and  can  become  a  powerful  organization  in  a  sphere  where  the 
most  good  could  be  done,  that  is  promoting  athletics  for  the  great  number  of 
fellows  who  have  no  distinct  prowess  whatsoever.  These  fellows  might  well 
enjoy  some  of  the  benefits  accrued  from  out-of-door  life  if  given  the  right 
opportunity.

T  N  the  spring"  of  nineteen  twelve  the  Greek  Theater  was  the  scene  of  one  of 

the  most  delightful  and  beautiful  performances  that  perhaps  has  ever  taken 
place  on  that  noted  stage.  The  occasion  was  the  Shakespearian  Festival  in 
honor  of  the  great  poet  and  dramatist. 

Three  chosen  high  schools  were  asked  by  the  English  Club  of  the  University 
to  give  an  act  apiece  from  a  Shakespearian  play.  The  Berkeley  High  School 
was  one  of  the  honored  schools,  and  gave  the  fourth  act  from  "A  Winter's 
Tale."  The  whole  school  combined  and  worked  together  to  make  their  part  of 
the  festival  a  never-to-be-forgotten  success.  ^Ir.  Sam  Hume,  an  alumnus  of 
the  University  of  California,  coached  the  act  and  imbued  every  one  with  the 
great  enthusiasm  which  marked  everything  that  was  done. 

But  ]\Ir.  Hume's  enthusiasm  did  not  end  with  the  Shakespeare  Festival.  He 
conceived  the  idea  of  organizing  a  unique  dramatic  club  in  the  Berkeley  High 
School.  The  students  became  highly  enthusiastic  over  the  idea.  His  plans 
and  suggestions  were  immediately  acted  upon,  and  the  Berkeley  High  Dramatic 
Club  became  a  living  organization. 

The  following  spring  "A  ]\Iidsummer  Night's  Dream"  was  given  with  the 
same  success  as  "A  ^^'inter's  Tale."  In  the  next  Vaudeville  Show  the  club  put 
on  an  Irish  play,  ''The  Wedding,"  by  Doctor  Douglas  Hyde.  A  short  comedy, 
"A  Christmas  Chime,"  by  ^Margaret  Cameron,  was  played  at  the  following  per- 
formance with  equal  success.  The  last  triumph  of  the  club  was  the  production 
of  "As  You  Like  It"  on  April  24th. 

The  growth  of  this  organization  has  been  rapid,  and  its  worth  to  the  school 
cannot  be  estimated.  The  students  who  participate  in  these  plays  gain  knowl- 
edge and  experience  of  lasting  benefit  to  them.  The  club  is  built  on  a  democratic 
basis,  and  its  success  is  due  to  the  perfect  unity  and  cooperation  on  the  part  of 
all.

OULD  anything  be  more  entrancing  than  the  poetical  romance  of  Rosalind 
and  Orlando  in  the  Forest  of  Arden?  Shakespeare  must  surely  have  had 
a  glimpse  into  the  celestial  regions  and,  inspired  thereby,  have  written  his  "As 
You  Like  It,"  a  play  that  brings  mortals  into  a  realm  of  charmed  ecstasy. 

x-\  delighted  audience  witnessed  the  Dramatic  Club's  production  of  "As  You 
Like  It"  on  the  evening  of  April  24th.  Every  player  acted  with  a  zest  and 
naturalness  that  was  more  convincing  than  the  finished  acting  of  professionals. 
The  Forest  of  Arden,  echoed  and  re-echoed  with  genuine  mirth  and  laughter, 
the  leaves  deep  and  brown,  rustling  under  foot. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  find  a  more  ideal  Orlando  than  Philip  \\^ood.  In 
every  way  he  was  remarkably  suited  to  the  part  of  the  handsome,  poetical. 
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ardent  lover.  Rosalind  was  remarkably  portrayed  by  \'iolette  AA'ilson.  Brim- 
ming with  youth,  sweetness,  and  fun,  she  invested  her  portrayal  with  true 
genius,  lending  to  the  merry  moods  a  most  contagious  tenor,  while  the  more 
serious  phases  of  her  part  made  an  appeal  which  we  feel  can  never  be  equaled 
by  any  one  other  than  our  Rosa!i)id. 

A'era  ^lorse  as  Cclia  was  a  delight.  I\Iiss  IMorse  played  with  a  humor  and 
grace  that  was  beautifid.  The  part  of  Oliver,  for  which  there  is  little  sympathy, 
was  handled  by  Charles  Honeywell  in  a  manner  that  won  the  audience  to  him. 
A\'ith  charming  art  Irene  \'a.n  Kirk  made  a  vixenish  Phcbc.  and  her  enslaved 
Sih'ins.  wound  abotit  with  threads  of  enduring  love,  was  well  played  by  Elliott 
Cook. 

Tripping  about  with  clownish  foolery,  while  bells  tinkled  an  accompaniment 
to  subtle  wit,  Ormsby  Donogh  showed  unusual  depth  of  imagination.  His 
woodland  fancy,  Audrey,  was  played  by  Teresa  Hihn,  who  gave  the  part  an 
original  coloring.  The  will-less  Jl'iUiain,  clumsy  and  lumbering,  was  so  well 
played  by  Herbert  Edgar  that  not  only  did  he  astonish  the  audience,  but  com- 
pelled attention  at  rehearsals. 
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The  scenes  with  Paul  Goss  as  the  banished  Duke  with  his  companions  in 
the  forest  were  well  done.  George  Tays  as  the  First  Lord  gave  a  rendition  of 
his  part  that  won  much  praise,  and  the  difficult  part  of  Jaqucs  was  played  by 
Leo  Dattlebaum  with  an  understanding  and  dramatic  power  that  held  the 
audience. 

Earl  Girvin  made  a  vivid  tyrannical  Duke,  and  Thornton  Wilder,  as 
M.  LcBeau,  will  never  be  forgotten.  Fred  Whitworth  found  a  place  in  every 
heart  as  the  faithful  old  servant  Adam,  and  the  hospitable  Coriii  was  imperson- 
ated by  Crittenden  Loveland  with  a  simplicity  that  showed  careful  thought  and 
study.  The  smaller  parts  were  all  well  done.  The  Boys'  Glee  Club,  as  foresters, 
filled  the  woods  with  joyous  song.  The  play  ended  with  a  dance  full  of  beauty 
and  enlivened  with  exuberance  of  youth,  and  the  curtain  fell  upon  a  production 
that  no  spectator  will  ever  forget. 

The  great  success  of  this  play  was  due  to  the  careful  coaching  of  Mr.  Winter 
and  Miss  McLean,  who  gave  every  opportunity  to  each  player  to  give  their  own 
natural  and  original  interpretation  of  the  part.  Miss  Henderson's  assistance  was 
invaluable.    The  Physical  Education  Department  gave  their  aid,  and  the  Art 
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Department  and  sewing"  classes  worked  untiringly  upon  the  costumes  and 
scenic  effects. 

The  Dramatic  Club,  so  yottng  and  yet  so  experienced,  has  reason  to 
proud.  The  growth  of  this  organization  has  been  marvelous,  and  although  this 
is  only  the  third  play  in  its  history,  it  will  be  difficult  for  future  casts  to  excel 
it.  Perhaps  the  most  valuable  thing  this  organization  accomplishes  is  to  endear 
Shakespeare  to  our  hearts  and  bring  us  in  closer  contact  with  all  that  is  great, 
true  and  beautiful.

SCAXT  two  years  have  elapsed  since  the  founding  of  the  Weekly  A  ezvs 


bv  Edwin  Elam  and  Arthur  Earll.  but  already  it  is  difficult  to  think  of  life 
at  Berkeley  High  without  the  issues  of  the  A'rc^:'^-  on  ^Monday  mornings.  It  is 
unnecessary  to  go  into  all  the  details  of  the  rapid  growth  and  expansion  of  the 
paper.  Sixffice  it  to  say  that  during  its  short  existence  the  Xczi's  has  made  itself 
an  inseparable  part  of  school  life,  and  that  the  positions  of  editor  and  manager 
have  come  to  be  classed  among  most  sought  after  offices  of  the  Associated 
Students. 

The  idea  in  founding  the  paper  was  to  establish  a  reliable  and  interesting 
bulletin  of  the  student  activities,  which  might  also  prove  the  medium  of  binding 
the  school  more  closely  together.  This  principle  has  been  strictly  adhered  to 
with  great  success. 

The  past  term  has  been  the  most  fruitful  in  the  history  of  the  JV eekly  Xezi'S. 
All  who  have  been  connected  with  the  paper  have  spared  neither  time  nor  effort 
to  make  it  a  marked  success,  and  their  efforts  have  certainlv  not  srone  imre- 
warded.

This  number,  on  which  the 
editor  and  manager  spent  a  good  part  of  their  vacation  and  for  which  thev 
deserve  the  school's  gratitude  and  praise,  proved  very  helpful  to  evervbody, 
especially  to  the  Freshman,  with  its  schedule  for  the  day  and  plan  of  the 
buildings. 

All  success  gained  by  the  paper  during  the  past  term  is  the  result  of  the 
team  work  and  harmony  which  has  characterized  the  relations  of  the  editor, 
manager  and  staff'  throughout  their  association.

After  the  Fri- 
day preliminaries  six  men  were  left  to 
compete  for  the  finals  on  Saturday. 

Saturday  the  bleachers  were  crowded 
with  people  and  it  must  be  said  to  our 
own    credit    that    Ave    made    a  good 


showing.  The  mile  run  started  the  day's 
events,  but  the  hot  pace  set  by  Chapman  of 
Santa  Rosa  was  too  much  for  "Zeke"  Davies, 
who  failed  to  place.  Bill  Kiessig  took  first 
place  in  the  high  hurdles  and  fourth  in  the 
broad  jump.  Wikander  ran  a  good  race  in 
the  880.  but  lacked  the  necessary  sprint  to 
bring  him  in  a  point-winner.  Fowden  took 
a  second  place  in  the  pole  vault,  which  is 
going  up  a  few  feet.  Rex  Thomson  had  the

The  last  event  of  the  day,  the  relay 
race,  was  won  by  Berkeley  in  fast 
style.  Stephens,  in  the  first  lap,  looked 
as  if  he  were  boxed  for  good,  but  by 
a  magnificent  sprint  was  able  to  touch 
Relay  Team  off  McKechnie  with  a  good  lead.

One  Hetndred  at  the  Interscholastic 
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THE  Girls"  Association  wishes  to  announce  to  Berkeley  High  that  no  longer 
is  there  need  of  anxious  scanning  of  the  "Lost,  Strayed  or  Stolen"  column 
of  our  newspapers.  What  seemed  to  have  been  temporarily  kidnapped  has 
turned  suddenly  to  light.  We  are  now  unquestionably  the  possessors  of  an 
emphatic  enthusiasm  for  girls'  athletics.  Indeed  the  long  slumber  which  our 
interest  in  that  line  experienced  has  been  disurbed  by  a  mighty  shock,  and 
though  some  of  us  are  still  rubbing  our  eyes  and  yawning,  the  majority  have 
already  entered  the  lists,  lending  an  impetus  which  is  most  contagious. 

The  longest  file  of  newly  awakened  applicants  has  been  at  the  tennis  office. 
The  court  on  our  grounds  is  almost  constantly  in  use  by  rapidly  developing 
champions.  The  girls  have  enjoyed  a  spirited  tournament,  and  there  are  now 
bright  hopes  for  inter-school  contests. 

Similar  results  have  attended  the  girls  who  row  on  Lake  Merritt  twice  a 
week.  Only  those  who  have  experienced  the  joy  can  appreciate  what  it  means 
to  "paddle  your  own  canoe"  and  the  fun  of  rescuing  yourself  from  the  shower 
caused  by  your  partner's  inexperienced  oar.  Forty  girls  signed  for  rowing  at 
the  beginning  of  the  term. 

There  is  one  recjuirement,  however,  before  one  may  enter  the  rowing  class, 
and  that  is  a  knowledge  of  the  art  called  swimming.  Every  two  or  three  weeks, 
a  party,  composed  of  all  who  wish  to  go,  wends  its  way  toward  the  Lurline 
Baths  in  San  Francisco.  Some  few  of  us  in  brave  spasmodic  attempts  have 
begun  from  the  beginning.  A  few  of  our  number  have  occasionally  sunk  to 
the  bottom  with  as  much  agility  as  a  rock,  and  have  relished  on  such  journeys 
a  quart  or  so  of  delicious   salt   water.     But   such   recollections   are  quickly

forgotten  when  in  a  few  weeks  we  can  boast  of  going  half  way  across  the  tank 
alone.    Then  to  our  great  joy  we  are  admitted  to  the  rowing  club. 

Still  another  enticement  for  girls  in  athletic  lines  is  to  be  found  in  basket- 
ball. Here,  surely,  we  have  an  achievement.  A  splendid  team  has  been  devel- 
oped which,  when  given  the  opportunity,  promises  to  be  as  successful  as  our 
brother  team.  The  Middle  and  Junior  girls  already  have  representative  teams  ; 
next  year  we  hope  to  see  the  Seniors  in  the  field.  The  gymnasium  work  with 
its  dancing  can  not  be  overlooked,  but  what  the  girls  are  doing  in  that  activity 
is  more  generally  known. 

In  all  our  athletic  attempts,  however,  we  have  met  with  some  opposition. 
Not  until  the  idea  is  corrected  that  our  football  or  track  heroes  should  receive 
all  our  attention  and  money,  will  we  march  unhampered  to  our  goal.  We  are 
forced  to  smile  now,  when  we  remember  that  we  once  thought  of  banishing 
our  athletic  committee.  As  deeply  as  this  committee  is  cemented  to  the  Girls' 
Association,  so  deeply  are  we  striving  to  have  girls'  athletics  a  positive  factor 
in  Berkeley  High  School.

TOURING  the  past  term  the  tennis  team  has  been  very  successful  in  the  two 
tournaments  in  which  it  has  been  entered.    About  the  middle  of  the  term 
the  team,  composed  of  Douglas  Crystal,  Fred  Houston,  and  Wellington  Switzer, 
went  to  Mill  A'alley  and  defeated  that  school,  winning  two  matches  to  one. 

On  the  eleventh  of  April,  the  same  team  went  to  Stanford  to  play  in  the 
Stanford  Interscholastic  tournament.    The  doubles  team  composed  of  Houston 
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and  Switzer  won  their  way  to  the  semi-finals,  this  giving  them  third  place 
among  the  rest  of  the  schools  on  the  Coast.  Crystal  and  Houston  playing  in 
the  singles  reached  the  third  and  fourth  rounds  respectively.  Houston  was 
defeated  by  Barber  of  Los  Angeles  High  after  a  hard  match. 

This  creditable  showing  among  so  many  entries  proves  that  there  is  good 
material  in  the  school  which  needs  only  a  little  more  development  of  the  players 
and  a  great  deal  more  support  from  the  Student  Body  to  reach  championship 
standing.
